RR #14 was up to your usual fine 
standard of off-the-wall entertain- 
ment. As usual also, the stories 
seem to strain at the edges; that is, 
they need an extra couple of pages 
each (Have you thought of expand- 
ing the book to 36 pages?). 

"Dry Run" was particularly effec- 
tive in the way it contrasts C.B. 
Maroon with Roger and Baby Her- 
man, making it one of the best 
backups to appear in Roger Rabbit. 

The one weakness that remains in 
the book is the depth of character- 
ization. For example, Roger's 
breathless enthusiasm is perfectly 
shown, but his motivations, like why 
he wants to be a detective, are un- 
known. A peculiar result of this is 
that some villains, like Veronica 
VaVoom, have greater depth--we 
know more about what they want and 
why than we do about our heroes.
